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HOW GLOVES_ARE MADE. 


Interesting FmcU Conoernlnj an Impor-

Nobody, BO far as we know, has ever 


disputed the proposition that one-half 
of the world does not know how the 
otrjer half lirea; and we have little fear 
of contradiction when we make bold to 
declare that probably one half of the 
leople of the United States do not 
enow where their gloves come from. 
3f course it is generally known that 
•loves of tine kid, such as ladies wear, 
and gloves of a certain form which 
ashion prescribes for men, are brought 
rom abroad, but whence comes the 
great supply of all other gloves? The 
answer would not be very far wrong if 
one were to say from Fulton County, 
N. Y. 
Four-fifths of the gloves made 


u America, it is estimated, are manu- 
factured in the county named, and the 
manufactories which makes gloves else- 
where are in great part the children of 
Fulton County, indebted to her for 
;heir nurture and their establishment in 
ife. 


'Jhe headquarters of the glove-inak- 


ng industry in Fulton County are for- 
ty-h've miles northwest of Albany, in 
Johnstown township. The villages of 
rloversville mul Johnstown in that 
ownship contain a population of about 
20,000, seven-eighths of whom are 
glove-makers. There are upward of 
iuO glove manufactories in the section, 
ilove-making in what is now Fulton 
County was begun early in the present 
century.

A shrewd family from Con- 


lecticut are popularly credited with in- 
roducing into the neighborhood the 
uanufactureof buckskin gloves. There 
vas in tho convenient North Woods in 
hose days a supply of material for this 
nanufucture so great that nobody would 
lave thought it could ever be exhaust- 
ed, but the demand of the American 
>eople for gloves proved to be still 
•reati-r, and thu North Woods dter 
Ceased to be depended upon by the Ful- 
on County, glove-makers years ago. 


day the gloves manufactured in Glo- 


•ersville mul Johnstown are made of 
kins brought from the most distant 
mrts of the globe. The great bulk are 
iiickskins and sheepskins, but there are 
uany others which the glovemakers 
ise—among them sealskin, clog-skin, 
East India cowhide nd the skin of the 
South American water-hog. The bulk 


f the buckskin comes from Mexico and " 
Central and South America. The deer 
>f the tropics is covered with a heavier 
ikin than covers the deer of these lati- 
udes, and the linest sheepskin comes 
rom South Africa, and is that of the 
Jape hair-sheep. "The coarser the wool, 
,he liner the skin," is a glovemaker's 
saying. All manner of furs, too, go to 
Fulton County, to be used in finishing 
the gloves. 


The business of glove-making in 


''ulton County amounts to about |8,- 
000,000yearly. The wages of the most 
skHlful workers—the table cutters as 
they are called—run from $60 to $80 a 
nonth; block cutters get from $55 to 
M>5 monthly, and machine girls earn, 
iccording to their skill, from $6 to $12 
and even $14 a week. 


The skins of which gloves are made 


;o through a very exhaustive variety 
of processes. Some of them are soaked 
n vats variously from three days to 
four weeks, after which they get a 
scraping from the "beam" worker. 
They are then dried into parchment, 
llien soaked in water, then "milled" 
in oil, then put upon the beam again 
:md scoured of oil and natural grease 
with alkali, being repeatedly dried in 
the course of this various treatment. 
After the alkali scouring they are put 
upon the "breaking" machine, and are 
then "hand-staked" with a blunt tool 


11 render them pliable. Then they go 
n to the "buck-tail" or emery wheel, 


and from there into the identical oil 
viid natural grease of which they were 
scoured with such pains. Then thpy 
are wrung out and colored, then again 


broke-staked1' and "finished," then 


smoked, and then turned over to the 
glove-makers, who promptly "stake" 
them again, cut them either on the 
block or by hand ("table" cutting), 
"silk" them, sew them, do much else 
to them, put buttons on them, lit them 
over metal hands heated by steam, 
sort them, and put them up in the 
pasteboard boxes in which they are 
sent to market. The gloves made in 
Fulton County are of all sorts, and 
range from a lady's kid to the cow- 
boy's gauntlet .splendid with tassels 
and gold cord.
